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Contested races for 
selectmen highlight election

“WILMINGTON - — On 
Saturday, April 27, from 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m., all registered 
Wilmington residents can 
vote for candidates for the 
Wilmington and Shawsheen 
Tech School Committees and 
the Board of Selectmen. 
These are the only boards 
that’ have open seats this 
election year. 

~There are three open seats 
for the Wilmington School 
Committee — and, similarly, 
there are three candidates. 
Should voters choose to, 
they can elect Jo Newhouse, 
Jesse Fennelly, and Jay 
Samaha to represent the 
town on behalf of the public 
school system. 

Newhouse has served on 

the: School Committee since 
August, when she was voted 
into the seat by a joint 
School Committee-Board of 
Selectmen vote. Fennelly 
ran, last year for the first 
time and Samaha is a new- 
comer. 
'There’s also one reelection 
candidate for the Shawsheen 
Tech School Committee, 
Robert G. Peterson Sr., not 
to=be confused with Town 
Moderator Robert G. 
Peterson Jr. 

For the one-year term on 
the Board of Selectmen, vot- 
ers can select one out of the 
three candidates: Kevin 
MacDonald, Daryn Marsh, 


and Jomarie O’Mahony. ‘ 


While Kevin MacDonald has 
run for the Board of 
Selectmen a few times 
before, this is a new candi- 
dacy for Marsh and 
O’Mahony. 

Finally, there are two open 
seats for three-year terms 
on the Board of Selectmen. 
Kevin Caira and Greg 
Bendel are both running for 
re-election for their seats 
where they’ve both served a 
single term. They’re chal- 
lenged by Robert Fasulo, 
Suzanne Sullivan, Daniel 
Murphy, and Mark Maselli. 

This is Fasulo’s second 
year in a row running for the 
board; Murphy emerges on 
this year’s ballot after run- 
ning unsuccessfully in 2010. 
While Maselli enters the 
race this year for the first 
time, Sullivan has served on 
the board in the past. 

Registration for the annual 
town election and also for 
the Town Meeting ended on 
April 8. Those registered 
can still apply for absentee 
voting until Friday, April 26 
and send in their absentee 
ballots from now until polls 
close on April 27. The town 
clerk’s office shared that 
anyone who’s in line by April 
27 at 8 p.m. will still be 


-allowed to vote.

N orth Wiknington train station 
Train schedule amendments considered for road safety

WILMINGTON - The Town 
of Wilmington continues to 
grapple with the challenges 
posed by the North 
Wilmington train station. 

Senator Bruce Tarr and 
State Representatives Dave 
Robertson and Ken Gordon 
appeared at a Board of 
Selectmen meeting in order 
to describe a potential initia- 
tive to curb the amount of 
time inbound trains block 
Middlesex Avenue. 

Tarr called minimizing the 
time the train is in the road 
as a short-term goal, and 
said that the MBTA has 
already made efforts toward 
this goal. The long-term 
goal, according to Tarr, is a 
commitment to revitalizing 
the station and providing the 
infrastructure necessary to 
allow the train to pull com- 
pletely out of the street. In 
aie to Bey this Ae Oi ern 


goal possible, the town will 
need to obtain waivers in 
order to build a platform 
that may not be fully in line 
with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act as interpret- 
ed by the federal govern- 
ment. 

A short-term change also 
proposed by Tarr, 
Robertson, and Gordon is 
the elimination of select flag 
stops at the North 
Wilmington station at very 
low traffic times. Normal 
service during rush hour 
would not be affected, and 
the modification could be 
cancelled in as soon as sixth 
months. 

Tarr said that he thought it 
critical that any decision 
made be made in a public 
forum. 

“Every time we reduce the 
number of stops, we reduce 
the chance of (an incident 
related to the blocked road) 
happening, but there is a 
any cab there that we sae |

to reach together,” said Tarr. 

Robertson reiterated that 
normal train service during 
peak hours would continue. 

“We’re not touching any of 
those which had regular rid- 
ership. These are just kind 
of trains showing up to 
empty ghost platforms. 
That’s all,” said Robertson. 

According to MBTA Deputy 
Administrator John Ray, a 
non-flag stop would cause 
the roadway to be blocked 
for roughly 20 seconds. If the 
train slows for a flag stop, 
even if it does not ultimately 
stop, the roadway is blocked 
for over a minute. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
expressed concern with any 
of the potential stops being 
eliminated. 

“I would want to see none 
of those stops discontinued,” 
said McCoy, characterizing 
the situation as a funding 
issue and arguing that resi- 
dents need to be able to get 
into town at even non-peak 
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times. ; 

Selectman Jonathan Baton 
added that he was uncom- 
fortable with the prospect of 
cutting public transit to the 
town, especially when the 
most recent data for the stop 
would continue to be cited as 
low ridership numbers. 2 =~ 3 

Fire Chief Joseph 
McMahon stated that ‘theré 
have been five instances: of 
the train blocking the road 
since January. He stated 
that this is an improvement 
but still not ideal. 

Regarding the plans pro- 
posed by Tarr, . Robertson, 
and Gordon, McMahon 
expressed confidence in the 
proposal and the research 
that had gone into it. 

“We’re not taking anything 
away from the fact that this 
will inconvenience people,” 
said McMahon. “But we sup- 
port the efforts.”

He was a li- 
brary trustee in the late 1870s. 
When the town started a ce- 
metery committee, he was 
elected to that in 1886. He died 
on Nov. 5, 1888, but was still 
listed on the committee in the 
1889 town report. 

In 1890, Mrs. Hiller became 
the first woman to hold town 
town office, taking her late 
husband’s seat on the Ceme- 
tery Committee. She served 
one term, until 1893. 

In 1892, the widow Dr. 
France Hiller married her 
young coachman, Pierre 
Surrette. She had him change 
his name to Henry Hiller. She 
died in 1900, and he outlived 
her by more than a half-cen- 
tury.

A report to the 19th District from the Hill 


(Eds. note: the following 
comes courtesy of State Rep. 
David Robertson) 


Last week I had the honor of 
serving you, the citizens of 


the 19th Middlesex, for my 


100th day in office. As part of 


my campaign I pledged, on 
top of my local legislative pri- 
orities, to be accessible and 
transparent on my actions on 
Beacon Hill. Through this 
article I want to give you an 
update on what I've been 
doing for our wonderful 
homes, and what is to come. 

First, the issue that we all 
agree is literally strangling 
our residential and commer- 
cial quality of life, Route 38. 
Tewksbury and Wilmington 
both have good news heading 
their way. Tewksbury's Mass- 
DOT project, numbered 608297, 
is nearing its the end of its 
design phase. Stretching from 
Colonial Drive, through the 
center of town, and ending at 
New Boston Road, the project 
will widen the road for im- 
proved bicycle and car accom- 
modation, install new concrete 
sidewalks, upgrade roadway 
drainage, allow ADA compli- 
ant crosswalks and _ install 
signs and pavement markings 
to improve traffic flows. 

In Wilmington I, along with 
Senator Bruce Tarr and Rep- 
resentative Ken Gordon, have 


worked with Jeff Hull and 
others to push Wilmington's 
project #608051 into the next 
phase of MassDOT projects. 
The town funded the rede- 
sign for the plans, and when 
ground breaks it will reshape 
Route 38 from Route 62/Bur- 
lington Avenue with up- 
grades similar to Tewks- 
bury's project. 

In addition to an upgraded 
and highly visible traffic 
light and pedestrian cross- 
walk system, when construct- 
ed the intersection will have 
newer angles, new turn lane 
layouts, improved sidewalk 
and bicycle capability for 
commuters, and expanded 
travel lanes. No more will 
people going to or from work, 
or even just going about 
town, sit in traffic for a long 
while. 

Aside from Route 38 we 
have made some other great 
strides in improving our 
homes. To help Tewksbury's 
sewage debt relief I have filed 
a bill to help homeowners use 
tax credits to hook up to the 
system, helping eliminate the 
costly process and sought 
state funding to help pay off 
our principle bond debt early.

Completes Boston Marathon 


With cancer behind her, LaChance moves 9

BOSTON As scores of 
distance runners stream by 
captivated spectators along 
the course of the historic 
Boston Marathon, some fast 
and others not so fast, it’s 
easy to forget that each of 
these individuals is exactly 
that; an individual with a 
tale to tell. 

In the case of the 123rd edi- 
tion of this venerable 
marathon, there are 26,632 
stories to share, including 
that of Christina LaChance, 
who completed the race in a 
time of 4:56 (11:19 per mile 
pace), despite deplorable 
weather conditions. 

As LaChance recalled, the 
long journey to her first 
marathon began’ while

relaxing in her Wilmington 
home. 

“I remember watching last 
year’s Boston Marathon 
from my couch,” recalled 
LaChance, who relocated to 
Wilmington four years ago 
with husband Joe after liv- 
ing for a time in Las Vegas 
and Providence. “I was six 
weeks into recovery from 
surgery and was so inspired 
by what I saw on the televi- 
sion.” 

The surgery LaChance 
referred to was for cervical 
cancer. 

“Cancer has. always been 
something that has impact- 
ed my life,” she shared. “I’ve 
lost my grandfather and 
aunts to the disease. Both 
my mother and grandmoth- 
er have battled breast can- 
cer. I’ve had a co-worker 
who lost his brother and had 
a rough time with it. But 
when he returned to work, 
he had a new perspective. 
He told me that if you really 
want something in life, you 
can’t wait. You just have to 
do it.” 
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Boston Athletic Association 
Charity Team and was part 
of the group that raised just 
shy of $10,000 for the organi- 
zation's youth programming 
and community engage- 
ments. 


And “do it” is exactly what 
LaChance did. With cancer 
behind her, she began to 
ramp up her training and set 
her sights on the Boston 
Marathon. She had a leg up, 
so to speak, because of an 
athletic background in high 
school and college, where 
she played organized field 
hockey. 

“Running was always part 
of the training regimen for 
field hockey,” said 
LaChance, who was raised 
in Claremont, | New 
Hampshire. “I completed 
assigned running sessions 
during the summer only to 
prepare for the upcoming 
season. But after graduating 
from Elms College in 
Chicopee, I continued run- 
ning to stay in shape.” 

LaChance, 32, tackled her 
first road races in 2017. She 
entered and finished a 5K, a 
10K, and a half-marathon. 
As she explained it, schedul- 
ing races and entering them 
on her calendar added moti- 
vation to the mix. “I was 
hooked,” she said. 
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Over 30,000 runners toi 
part in the event, with

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It wasn’t long before 
LaChance, who works for 
Bay State College in Boston 
as Director of- Day 
Admissions, began eyeing 
her bucket list anda 
marathon attempt. To that 
juncture, she was running 
alone. She was aware of the 
Sole Sisters Running Club, 
based out of Wilmington, 
and had met several of the 
club’s members at road 
races but hadn’t yet taken 
the plunge. She soon real: 
ized the SSRC could help her 
realize her goal and in 
November, 2017, joined the 
club, which currently * has 
over three hundred meém- 
bers.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BOSTON - For years and 
years, the Town Crier has 
done a number of stories on 
Brian Schell, who won vari- 
ous local road races, mostly 
5K events. While those were 
certainly nice to have, all he 
hds wanted was to compete 
arid complete a _ Boston 
Marathon, something that 
he -has aspired to do for a 

very long time. 
"Aside from running being 
my. biggest passion, taking 
part in a marathon was one 
of, the last things on my to 
do list in my career," he 
said. "My Dad took part in 
the: Boston Marathon with a 
friend of his back in 1980, 
but after turning back 
around Mile 15 to find him 
they never finished. That to 
me is when it became a goal 
of mine to at least finish my 
own Boston Marathon." 
sSchell got his first taste of 
yunning a marathon several 
years ago in Lowell. 
-»"T ended up dehydrating at 
Mile 14 and got light head- 
éd;" he recalled. "It was 
from that experience 
onward, I changed my work- 
out routines and part of my 
dieting particularly adding a 
lot of water during my daily 
routine. From then I was 
able to qualify for Boston 
running a 3:01.11 (at anoth- 
er) marathon.". 

While Schell experienced 


some tough times and 
cramping in his legs, the for- 
mer Wilmington High 


School and Fitchburg State 
runner and current WHS 
Cross-Country and Track 
Coach, was able to cross the 
finish line and accomplish 
his’ lifelong dream with a 
very respectable time of 
3:12.05. 

“At first knowing my luck 
and hearing all the weather 
reports, I was expecting 
another wash out like 2018,” 
Ke said. “Once I heard that 
the rain was going to be 
done by 8 am I was thrilled. 
My overall goal was to break 
three hours to re-qualify for 
next year, but staying under

3:10 was more reasonable 
based on the difficulties you 
hear.” 

That time didn't seem rea- 
sonable when the day began. 

“I wasn't able to get a good 
warm up in before they 
started calling my wave,” he 
said. “I was able to jog for a 
few and get some dynamic 
stretching in but after walk- 
ing towards the start line I 
had about 20 minutes in line 
to use the restrooms. At that 
point, I missed the very 
start of the race with my 
coral, basically jogged an 
extra quarter of a mile to 
the start and everyone in my 
wave was five minutes 
ahead of me. I didn't see 
many people until about 
mile four that were a half 
mile ahead of me.” 


Schell said that eventually 
he was able to catch up to 
that group of runners, but 
made sure he stayed with 
the game-plan. 

“I thought the downhills at 
the start were a lot steeper 
and easy to over commit so I 
went out a little cautious in 
my pace which ended up 
costing me in the long run,” 
he said. “The hills were 
gradual declines and noth- 
ing like I expected. I looked 
at my watch and saw my 
average pace 20 seconds off. 

“Once I got halfway 
through, I double checked 
my watch and I was six min- 
utes slower than I needed to 
be, so I just told myself to go 
for broke and picked it up 
knowing I was not breaking 
three hours.” 


That goal of finishing 
under three hours ended 
mostly when Schell got to 
famous ‘Heartbreak Hill’. 
“My biggest concern was 
my hamstring cramping 
up,” he said. “My last three 
marathons it cramps up 
every time around mile 19 
and 20. Cardio wise going 
6:50 pace, I am not tired 
mentally or physically, in 
fact I feel great. 
Unfortunately at the top of 
the hill exactly at mile 21, 
my hamstring cramped and 
I had to stop for a bit. 
Luckily from then on it did- 
n't act up again so I was 
able to finish comfortably 
and just soak in the experi- 
ence.” 

He was able to soak that in 
during the final few miles. 


“The finish was definitely 
the loudest section, possibly 
even right before you turn 
onto Boylston Street,” he 
said. “Once you come out of 
that little tunnel/bridge sec- 
tion, it was a sea of people 
screaming so that was pret- 
ty awesome. The crowd sup- 
port is definitely incredible. 
You definitely see and hear 
many people cheering you 
on calling 'go Wilmington' 
from my uniform and 'Wow 
Wilmington you are looking 
strong’.” 

Schell was able to stay 
strong the rest of the way 
and complete one of his life 
goals. 

“I want to thank my par-

“I started off with a nice 
little knee injury - a slight 
lateral meniscus tear,” she 
said. “But I’m _ fortunate 
enough to work at a college 
that has a physical therapist 
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assistant program. One of 
the PTs was very familiar 
with running and helped 
design a training solution to 
meet my needs. 

LaChance embarked on a 
program that featured cross 
training including biking 
and _ elliptical workouts, 
along with small doses of 
running. As her knee mend- 
ed, the mileage gradually 
increased and before long, 
she was running weekend 15- 
milers with the Sole Sisters 
on the Boston Marathon 
course. 

Marathon day broke cold 
and rainy. LaChance admits 
she got caught up in the 
thrill of the cheering onlook- 
ers and started out a little 
faster than she’d planned. 
Later, when the weather 
turned sunny, warm, and 
humid, the early exuberance 
caught up with her and she 
struggled. But along the 
course, the ever-present Sole 
Sisters were there to urge 
her through some of the 
tough stretches. LaChance 
enjoyed a real boost at the 
infamous Heartbreak Hill. 

“My family was standing 
with the Mass General team 
at Mile 20,” she said. “The 
Team Captain, Dr. Howard 
Weinstein, opened up his 
house to the MGH families.
